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Inguest,

Yesterday forenoon Coroner H. 1. PerriN keld an
inquest over the bodies of a white woman and child,
which were found dead in an outhouse near the plank
road, a short distance beyond the corporate limits of

the town.

1t would seem the woman, who appears to have come
from Daplin connty, came to the place where che died
about three mmontbs ago, in compapy with a man
pamed GeorcE Jomystox, and obtained permission to
stop in the cuthouse. A few days after, J OHNSTON,
with whom ske bed been livieg, although not married
to him, was arrested by the military police, acd is now,
as we learn, in the military prison. We do not know
the charge against him.

It would appear that thc woman and child died on
Wednesday night, and thc Coroper was sent for on
Friday morning. The verdict of the jury summoned
by him waa that the deceased died from * want of as-
gistarce,” under which bead we suppose may be io-
cluded wént of proper nourishment, as well as of medi-
cal attendance. .

This ig a paipful case, and yet such cases we fear
will occur as long as the wives or others dependent
upon soldiers contipue to crewd towards Wilmington,
leaving the counties and neightorhoods to which they
belong, srd where, it is to be presumed, provision has
been made to prevent their suflering. "These matters
belong to the counties respectively from which the men
come, ard all of it could not possibly be undertaken by
the gingle ccunty of New Hanover ; still, common hn-
menity would promp* all to do cverything to prevent
guch suffering es scerrs to have been borne in this case.
There was no ore on thelot save two ladies advanced in
years and very icfirm, who could not go after assist-
ance, end prolblyiie natare of the case was known
to few if any others. It appears to have been a case
to which no cold reasonicg cou!d be applicable ;—no
matter who the deceased was, or where she came from,
she was a woman suffering, dying,—* from want of as-
sistance,” an assistance which organizzd charity alooe
can eflectivelv render in all such cases, and the occa-
sional occurrence of which the sporadic efforts of pri-
vate benevolenca will frequently be unable to discover,
still lesa relieve or prevent.

erty or his Agent thet suca property was grown, raised or
produced by said owner, or is held, or has been puichased
by him, Bot ‘or sale or speculation, but for his own uae and
consumriion, to canse the ssme 10 be ascertained and de-
termined ' by the procese deeigned to the forcgoing reso-
lution as ** locsi arseasment,””

This evurseration of the cases in which the owmners of
property impre:sed are entitled to tha bencft of lceal ar-
bitraticn, it ia believed includes every conceivable case,
buat tke uns in which the owner cannot, or will not prove
oy Lis uwu allilavit, or that ot bis Agent, that such prop-
erty was growu, '-ised or prodaced by kim, or is he d, or
hian been puscliwssd by Lin, not ter =ale or speculation, ot
tci his own use or coneumption. The intention of the law,
it 18 mest manifest, was to make those wiho purchased and
sold for trade or spec:iation cne cas<s, end all other per-
sons another class-this latter ciass, hgwever, may in piac-
vica be rugmented by the refusal of persons intended to
b: cmbraced in the fi;st cless to make the affidavit in ths
first section of tne law epecified. Those who mike this
aflidavit are entitled to have the value of their property,
¢ what will be jus! compensatiun ther:for, determined by
local arbi'ration—all other persons can ouly demand for
their property compensation according to the schedul2 of
prices ecreed upon and published by tle Commissioners in
pursuance of Fifth Sectivn of the Irupressment Act.

Ths secoud qnestion referred to the Committee for its
cobsijeTaiion, is etated in these terms: ** and when an ap-
peal is wi>de to the Cominissioners, whether it is not théir
du y to nlirm ke award of ihe local urbitrators as bein
Just comp=usation, if the impressicg cflicer cannot farnis
evidence to the coatrary,”

The Act of Ucngress coceeruing impressments was pass-
ed as well for the protection of the citizen as for that of
the Gev-roment. The rights of the citizan were fo often
violated by tke a:biuary acd upjust proceedings of Gov-
ernment Agents charged with tbe duty of furnishing sup-
plies for our armies, that a pubiic clamor was raised upon
tLis subject, whbich, reaching the ears of Congress, led to
the intrcduction and enactmient ot the original Impress-
ment Law. In the original iaw no provision is made for
appeals from the decision, or the award of the local arbi.
tration for which the Firgt Bection of the Act provides—
bat th's decision, or award, was declared to be final, as
the schedale prices sgreed npon and published by the
Comuissioners was made final in all cases to which they
were applicable. Scon after the passage of thke original
Act, however, in the immediate vicinity ot Congress, a
case oceurred, in which, by local arbitration, $20 per hun-
dred weight wa# ailowed to a tarmer for hay, when the
owner of the article had offered it to the Ageat of the
Government for lees than bhalf that price. This occurrence
was made public through the Richmond newspapers, and
became a matter of public notoriety, and immedciately led
to the paszage of the Act by Congress, entitled ** An Act
to amend an Act, entitled An Act toregulate Impressments
by officers of the army.”” This Act declares that in all

Having urgewt businese in North Carclina, concersing
tke aflaiis of a deceased re'siive, I teok, towards ths closs
of Apgust last, a passage for Seesau, New Providerca, to
run the biccksda thence to Wilmiogion. In England it was
always kept very sscret it auy vessel, not for the rebel
Btates, bul even for Nassau, was about to start, on acceont
of the nomerous detectives whom tbhe United Btawes gov-
ernment uow e€mploys in the British kingdom.

The next day | was goiug to one of the rebel Stutes
agent, Major L.uis Helligar, a very complaisant gentie-
man, who, fur two hondred dollars in gold, gave me a pas-
gage on — to Wilmington. Maj. Helligar, is of ban-
ish origin, educated in Germary, speaks four langnages
fiuently, and is in every regard a thoroughly bred gent'e.
man. Two nighis later we steamed away froon Nessau, —
The vessel was mads to ron twelve to fourteen koets, and
was, like all the others, painted gray. Every cna of these
bleckade ranners has cornstantly two men ia the mast bow-
ers with spyglrsses, who immediately signalz+ the lcast
suspiciena thing. The crew commonly consist of one cup-
tain, thiee cflicers, four engineers, forty-five fircmyn aund
gailis. Fach man rece.ves forty-two dollars in gild per
month, and torty-two dol.ars bounty at the close ef every
trip. The cflicers’ pay ia betweer two and four bondred
dollars per mont)y, with some perquisites allowed. " Except
this, the crew is paid in Nassau or Bermuda, and ths pro-
prietor is obliged to give them a free passage home, if
eitser sick er taken prsoners to Now York, and disibarged
tLere. >

There are zlzo two pilots on board each vegsel—one for
the Bahama lslaude and tho other fur Wilmington, each re-
ceiving for a trip #1530 in gold. Wine, ale snd spirits are
open during the whole day for passengarh and cfficers.—
The cabins are magnificent, with excellent accommoda-
tions, becuu e cearly ail the steumers had been mail ateam-
ships in England or Germany. Other ships are not used,
becaose it is necessary that they should not draw morethan
eight or nine feet of water. Bol foomd, wten I arrived in
Wiimisgton, an old acquaintance, 1he steamer Hansa, on
wkhich, in times of peace, I had made diffsrent voyages be-
tween Lubeck and Kiga; balit waa difizalt to recognize
her in her gray uniform. The freight comsisted, as usual,
of » general cargo—a good deal of rom, w'ne and_cham-
pague, which is sold at enormous priges, as the rebeliicus
Southerners de not very mach like their invention of peach
and a.p&pie brandy. We passed the Bahama Islands, as the
pilot 1dughingly remarked, withoat seeing one of thosa cm-
piprcsent ** cruising ' Yankees., There were only three
other passengers ¢n boayd besides myself—three vary hand-
sgme yourg ladies from Baltimore, who we.e goiog to see
their hosbands in the rebel army—at Jeast, so they said. 1
never thooght beiore that any lady in the world ceuld hate
so deeply, so fizrcely; but when 1 heard these beantirul
yourg women 1 inwardly felt happy that I was not a Yau-
kee.

We were rapidly outtirg cur way through the waves, and
the third night at eleven o’clock, we arrived near the Cape
Fear. The zhip had alrcady run the bleckade different
times, and so there was no great anxiety oa board. There
was, however, not one light on the ship, and from the
bridge, where the captain, the pilct and myeell were stand-
iog, was a regular chain of men 10 the heim, 8o that every
word passed screly and slowiy.

The captain ssked me to stay near him, because I, as an
experienced officer, could perhaps give him some gocd ad-
